ATTEMPS TO WRECK WU -

BUMBS PLACED ON RAILWAY LINE 
AT TIENTSIN. 


RUSSIANS

Two boxes of explosives were placed 
on the railway line close to the ‘Lientsin 
Golf: Club one night recently. The 
‘bombs were discovered by two Russian 
workmen early the next morning, the men 
removing the. bombs, and informing the 
Chinese authorities. They were detained 
for their trouble, and’ experienced what 
may mildly ‘be termed as curious treat- 
ment at the hands of tie Chinese police, 
says the Vekiny and Tientsin Témes. 


[t is considéred that the attempted 
outrage was' the work of Fengtien spies, 
and that it was intended to blow up’ the 
train on which Marshal Wu Pei Fu 
was travelling from Peking to Lanchow. 

The explosives: were contained in two 
meta] boxes, each having at quantity of 
jellowish ‘powder inside.

children, and servants in pne house or 
amall. tenement." Among these crowded
